awegHile I trouble not my Reader with other 
LEYAE Preface, I muſt not omit to give him no- 
© tice of thus much at the firſt ; thar 
AN M- Horyx's Catechiſme, called Brief 1n- 
ruttions for children, was brought me by a friend, 
with this {mall requeſt that I would peruſe it; which 
though I might perhaps have ſeen betore ; yer as 
then, had I not read ſo much as one entire page of 
ir, howſoever it had been extant for above the ſpace 
of five years, But for the next requeſt he made, 
that I would let him know what I thought of it, 
eſpecially ſome of the Anſwers in jt; it was not 
enough to tell him that he knew, the better of the 
two, how to judge of jt: and for his further defire, 
that I would write ſomething in brief, rouching whar 
I thought therein to be unſound , it might not ſut- 
fice to ſay, That tobe Cenſor librorum , or but li- 
bell, was too high and hard a task for me, though 
It were but in a private way: ſo that the motion with 
{ome earneſtne(s redoubled , took place with him 
thatis of this minde , that whoſo with importuni- 
ty ſetsanother on work; ſtands reaſonably charged, 
in ſome ſort, with the faults and failings, 
In the mean time, and in ſuch a licentious ſeaſon, 


wherein every opinion dares boldly bring a voucher 
A 2 ready; 
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ready; though we can do little elſe, we cannot but 
complain, that whatſoever libertie be given to other 
Diſcourſes , ſome of them too wilde and ſcathfull; 
books of Chriſtian Inſtitution, which lay down the 
firſt Principles, ſhould be no more heeded and lookt 
after, but paſs abroad without all cenſure and inſpe- 
ctzon: That Catechiſmes which are the publick ci- 
{terns or receptacles, made and framed the better to 
hold the water derived from the ſpring of Gods ho- 
ly word , for benefit of the young and ignorant, 
ſhould be no better preſcrved and guarded, to the in- 
tent that nothing noxious or unwholſome be inje- 
ed, The law of God ſeverely forbade his people, 
to remove the land-marks that their foretathers had 
ſet down and faſtened : and the Romanes from N#- 
a thus, Qui terminum exaraſsit, ipſus & boves [a- 
cri ſunto: there may be cauſe given oftentimes 
to poſteritie, entangled in endleſs contentions , to 
curſe the memorie of thoſe who pluck up that which 
they never ſet, Articles ot Religion, and confeſ- 
ſions of Faith, and torms of Catechiſme, are-the ſa- 
cred terms and bounds of particular churches, fixed 
as the fureſt conſervatours of peace, as well as of the 
truth, 

Bur as the laws, are not made for the righteous, 
whoſe obedience moveth from a ſtronger ſpring; 
bur for the unrighteous, looſe and regular: ſo thete 
limits now ſpoken of, are chiefly for the ignorant 
and unſtable; for the untaught, that arcin danger 


to be ill taught ; tor ſuch as make the multitude 
one 
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one of their marks, whereby to finde out the truth 
of Chriſtianitie; for other Chriſtians, who are faith- 
full in the land, and are firmly built upon that truth 
which they have learned of men, bur not of men 
onely z they make good the want of ortward or- 
der, and ſupply the defte&t of humane Authoritie, 
by their greater care and diligence; that they may 
not be found as chaff when the floor is purge with 
the fan of herefie and {chiſme ; that they may ſave 
themſelves, and others, {o far as they may, from an 
untoward and backfliding generation: as Davids 
zeal was the more kindled , becauſe of others wic- 
kedneſs : They have made void thy law, faith he, 
Therefore I love thy commandments, 

No marvel is it, of ſuch perſons as this authour is, 
who dread and deprecate all national eſtabliſhment 
of Religion, as ſanguinary perſecution; but matter 
of wonder js it as well as griet, that any of thoſe that 
worthily lament the breaking down of the hedge, 
ſhould be among the firſt of chem, that lay to their 
hands to ſpoil the vines : and being aggrieved at the 
removal of that government , which 1s indeed the 
beſt ſimply, and as I think the beſt always, ſhould 
be with #4 forwardeſt , to take advantage of no 
government at all, whereby to ſpread and propagate 
opinions moſt contrariant and deſtructive to the do- 
ctrine of our Church, when it was rightly conſtjtu- 
ted, But while I ſpeak of limit and good order , 
it 1s fit to keep my ſelf to what I am abour. 

In the title of theſeBrief inſtructions, that clauſe[ as 
; may 
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may beſt ſerve the capacitie of children ] might well 
have been omitted , unleſs he had meant to leave 
out that which follows in the title, concerning the 
oreat myſteries , there ſpecified ; and that which 
follows , and bears a great proportion in the book, 
concerning the Quinquarticular controverſies : For 
think you theſe to be fit matter of inſtruction for 
childrens If this be milk, I wonder what he count- 
eth ſtrong meat, Hererofore it hath been ſaid, that 
theſe things ſhould be argued in ſchools, among the 
learned, and not be made the ſubject of our Homi- 
lies ad populum , or treated of in vulgar auditories, 
to fall upon theſe points there, was a matter of pre- 
ſentment, and an intquitie to be puniſhed, and have 
they already found ſo large a room in brief Inſtru- 
&tions for children * 

Solomon giveth this warning jn the 17 of the 
Proverbs, ,2ui attollit oſtium, querit ruinam; He that 
exalteth his gate ſeeketh deſtruction : w' ether it be 
2 moral caution againſt vain pretences , and high 
preſumprions; or ceconomical, adviſing men to be- 
ware of over-chargeable and too coſtly ſtructures, 
leſt they be unable to go on, and finiſh; and for 
want of foreſight, come at laſt to build themſelves 
quite out of doors, [The great myſteries of redem- 
ption, faith, works, law, goſpel, of predeſtination, ele- 
&ton, — opened ] appears at firſt approach, 
too high a gate, too lofty a frontiſpiece for a chil- 
drens Catechiſme: but I cannot beleeve that ever 


he thought theſe points ſo needfull to be _—_ at 
rſt 
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firſt beginning: that was not the chief intent, The 
young ones mult betimes be prepoſleſled with a 
vile opinion of the preſent pretended Orthodox : and 


- this is the ſcope of many of the Anſwers they are 


to learn: Hannibals father brought him along to 
the Altar, and made him lay hold on it with 
his hands, and there he fore him againſt the Ro- 
manes , when he was but nine years old, And 
the children muſt be brought early to know their 
foes , and what they are againſt whom they 
muſt bend their forces , and emptie their qui- 
vers: not againſt the Papiſts, nor the Anabapriſts, 
nor the Socinians : no danger being feared now , it 
ſeems, from any of theſe : bur the pretended ortho- 
dox that walk by vote, and Elders tradition, Againſt 
theſe they muſt be taught to beleeve, that they arc 
of a Satanical perſwaſion, Anſw, 199, and that they 
hold moſt horrible impicties, Anſw, 298, with other 
reproache”. and all for beleeving Gods free and (a- 
ving grace, and that he doth not love all menalike, 
And theſe Anſwers they are to get by heart, and 
lay them up in the ſtore-houſe of their memorie, 
that ſo they may be ready at all times to give an ac- 
count to him-that asketh, of the malice that is in 
them : howbeit the Apoſtle ſaith, In underſtanding 
be ye men, but jn malice be ye children, asif malice, 
uncharitableneſs and hatred of oth$s , were nor 
to be found in them, nor are they ſo comparatively, 
unleſs it be where ſuch inſtructiogs as theſe are 


planted, Bur it js the ſureſt way, and that he know- 
A 4 eth 
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eth well, to train them up early in the way he would 
have them go, that ſo r So may not depart from it 
in their older age; to fill them with animoſities 
ſo toon as they be capable againſt the perſons and 
opinions of their adverſaries. As there is no friend- 
ſhip ro that which 1s called Pretextata amicitia - ac- 
cording as the Scoli inde of ſong, in Arhenens 
makes it the tourth point of felicitie 1unfzy w7  gi- 
aw» that is, to have neighbourhood and acquaintance 
with ſuch as have been brought up together with us 
from our childhood : ſo there is no enmitie like that 
which children are ſeaſoned with all , at their firſt 
ſetting out, and bred in from their green and tender 
years: Creſcent ill, creſcetis & ire; As they grow 
up, their diſaffeftions alſo increaſe and gather 
ſtrength with them, Bur if abrenunciations, and ne- 
gative poſitions have been thought unfic, and im- 
portune tv be thruſt intoa Conteſſion of Faith, or 
Arrticles of Religion agreed upon; then doubtleſs, 
{ſuch condemnation of contrary errours, as doth in- 
volve the partiesalſo, anJ refle& upon the perſons, 
doth much leſs become the delivery of the very firſt 
principles, 

In the Preface is t' is profeſſion made, 

& I do indeed about the goodneſs of God towards, and 
* the d:ath of Chriſt for men, varie from the common- 
* road of the preſent pretended orthodo:c , becauſe they 
« leave the Scripture-road, and walk in a by-path of 
* ſome Elders tradition, I would have you and yours 
*« with my ſelf, not walk by vote, but by rule, the word 
* of God, The 
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The road is not therefore to be forſaken, becauſe 
it is common: as multitude is the Papiſts miſt, which 
they would caſt before our eyes ;, ſo is paucity the 
Anabaptiſts : but God hath given us no ſuch rule as 
either: and as it is unthankfulne(s,and worſe than ſo, 
when God hath given Kings and worldly powers to 
propagate and cheriſh Chriſtian Religion, then to 
crie out, Not many noble;{o is it alſo, when as the na- 
tions do flieasa cloud of Doves to the windows of 
the Church , and God fulfills his gracious promiſes 
of multiplying beleevers as the ſand, or the ſtars, 
or the numberleſs drops of dew from the morn- 
ings womb, then to crie out of following the mul- 
titude, or walking in a common road, | Not by 
& vote, ſaith he, nor by mans precept, but by the word 
* of God, ] Anſw, Vote, and the rule of Gods 
word may be, not contrary but ſubordinate, Might 
not the 39 Articles, for inſtance, the Aſſemblies Ca- 
techiſme or Confeſsion, be framed by the rule of Gods 
word, and yet be voted too? It a fingle Paſtour 
write a Catechiſme, and frame Anſwers, that he 
would have his pariſhioners, or people.over whom 
he is ſer, to learn, and get by heart ire they nor 
now taught by the precept and appointment of 
man ? Is there not as much lording or dominion 
over the faith of others, in a pariſh, or ſmall con- 
gregation, as there is in a Dioceſs, Province, or 
Nation * Should we in earneſt walk after this Tra- 
dition, here plainly taught and delivered ; as the 
Jews in the buoke: Jeremy are ſaid to — 

their 
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their gods, ſecundum numerum civitatum, according 
to the number of their cities z ſo muſt we multiplie 
our Creeds ſecundum numerum capitumy(o that ev 

ticular perſon may have a form of faith by him- 
ſelf: which is the very ſpirits and heart of Anaba- 
ptiſme, And I do verily beleeve, that not onely 
the more judicious ſort of his charge and neighbour- 
hood , bur very children that are- of any capacity, 
will think it far ſater, in matters of difference, to fol- 
low the judgement of any pious learned men, 
than of One, though he were equally qualified with 
the beſt of them, 

And as to the particular , touching which he now 
enters his diflent; he loveth to raiſe a perpetual duſt, 
whereſover he goeth, about the extent anJ inten- 
tion of benefit by Chriſts death, and injurjouſly 
chargeth his adverſaries, with broad denial of Scri- 
pture ſayings, becauſe they 1nterpret one ſentence 
by another , and are unwilling to make uſe of the 
univerſal particle A/, or Every one, therewithall ro 
overthrow the contents of the Goſpel, and as with 
a helve or handle, to cut down the chiet trees of the 
forreſt, And whatſoever he talketh here of the 
Scripture-road , and rule 'of Gods word: as if this 
were it, thatdid bear the ſway with him , and car- 
ry him on fo ſtrongly; I have cauſe to ſuſpect it to 
be but talk , out of what I findein a late work of 
his, called Eſſays : for pag. 24. he obſerverh that 
thoſe words A. 13. 48, were no part of Pauls 
doctrine by him then preached , but onely an 

' aſſertion 
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aſſertion of Luke , the writer of the Apoſtles 
Adts: and tellech us further , that it 1s {aier to 
ſick to Paul, than to Leke, if they diſagiee, though 
he thinketh here he can reconcile them. 

But will he indeed ſtick to the Apoſtle Paxl ? 
Neither, for pag. 36, He relleth us that thoſe 
places in Pauls Epiſtles , which ſecm to claſh with 
Gods willing all men to be ſaved, and m parti-u- 
lar, that diſcourſe of his Rom, 9. Are thoſe pla- 
ces hard to be underſtood that Peter ſpeaketh of 
2 Epiſt, 3, 16, So that he hath berhought him- 
ſelf, how he may eaſily anſwer all that can be 
brought againſt him, out of the Apoſtle Pas! , 
the Champion of free grace though he be for if 
the argument that js brought be hard to be an{wer- 
ed; then the place whence 1t is taken, is hard robe 
underſtood; and it muſt be ſuppoſed not to be right- 
ly underſtood , ſo long as it ſhall ſeem to croſs the 
Univerſaliſts, And thus in ſtead of walking by 0- 
thers vote, he plainly and peremptorily walketh 
by his own will, and without regard, or heed ta- 
ken, wreſteth to his purpoſe that very Scripture, 


' that warneth us of the fearfull danger of wreſting 


any. 
*« I doubt not but yog ſhall finde nothing therein, 
«* but what is wholſome , and may look my worſt ad- 
verſaries boldly in the face, 

Anſw, That is not always the beſt, th-t looks 
the boldeſt, Truth may be confident , but talſhood 
hath the greater faculty of out-facing, and clamour- 

ing; 
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ins, obſtrepit adulter ſenſus, and with making con- 
tinued noile, drowneth all that can be ſaid againſt 
it, And I think that very ſeldome comes forth any 
one piece into the light, that is of ſuch hapy com- 
poſure, and of ſuch proof thorowout , from head 
to heel, that it may not by a watchfull eye be found 
penetrable, in ſome one part or other, Wherefore 
conſidering what onghr to be thought upon, hu- 
mane frailty , and how prone men are to be over- 
ſeen and miſtaken ; and conſidering alſo how mo- 
ral it is, and withal), how uſual , for the beſt of all, 
to beſpeak their Readers civility , and incline him 
to a favourable interpretation, of what may per- 
haps not be able to abide a ſtrit examen; In theſe 
regards , I think it was but needlefly done, and un- 
adviſedly, to faſten ſuch a commendation , and {0 
empharical, upon the forehead of his own book, as 
will outvie any ordinary approbation crawn up by 
them that give their licence to anothers z and may 
hold pace with thoſe Encomiaſticks, that take their 
licence poetical now and then, to flatter and hyper- 
bolize, Nothing (at all) to be found (upon ſearch ) 
but may /ock in the face, and that bo!dly, my adver- 
ſaries, yea the worſt of thezz,and all this, without any 
doubt, For who will think that he deſerves favour | 
and connivence, that makes a folemn proteſta- 
tion againſt them, as no way needtull in his caſe, 
Far, far be it from Chriſtian ingenuity , to take 
that j1], that is well {poen; or what 1$11l, ro make 


it worſe than it js; or to diſeſteem what is good and 
{olid, 
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ſolid, becauſe it comes bound up and joyned with 
that which is unſound and noxious, I do here, once 
for all, willingly acknowledge the far greater part 
of theſe inſtructions, to be, as far as I do diſcern, 
very godly, ſound, and rational , well agreeing with 
Gods holy word , and the contefſions ot Reformed 
Churches, and dexteroutly delivered , and fitted 
to the apprehenſion of thoſe, ro whom they were 
intended, But withall, the writer of them cannor 
juſtly be offended, it the dead flies, be by a wary 
hand, though not {o skiltull as were meet, taken 
forth of his box of ointment, The which is the more 
needfull to be done, becauſe the better the greater 
part js , the more likely it may ſerve to make the 
bad , that js mixed, and interwoyen, to paſs un- 
{uſpeRed, and be ſwallowed down, Such deceitfull 
dealing may poſsibly be uſed; and it is thought that 
phraſe, cauponari verbum , is taken trom the vin- 
trey , where ſometimes the good doth help to pur 
off, and vend the naught. Ir is good to be ſober, 
and ſuſpicious : and our blefled Saviour, who bade 
the people hear the Phariſees: bade them alſo be- 
ware of the leaven of the Phariſees: and his ſheep 
are taught, todiſtinguiſh , betwixt wholſome food 
an! venomous though ſpringing near together: and 
as they wax 1n ſpiritual ſtrength, have their ſenſes 
excrciied to diſcern both good and evil, and to fe- 
parate that which is precious from that which is vile, 
So much tor the Pretace,

Creators ] A word, never before, as I think, heard 
of in our Church, All the Churches Chriſtian have 
been forbidden, by the Catholick Religion, to ſay, 
there be Three Lords, or Three Almighties : and 
why not, Three Creators alſo * for ſo he ſaith, that 
faich Creators, becauſe of the Trinitie of Perſons, 
according as his Anſwer is to the fifth Queſtion, 
Bur he conſulred the Original, and found it fo, as we 
are told in his margin : but he ſhould withall have 
been adviſed by them that are $kilfull in the He- 
brew, whether ſews or Chriſtians, and then perhaps 
he would have tound it to be no more than Enallage 
numeri, one number for 2nother, the plural put tor 
the ſingular, Every one is to be credited in his own 
art, and every one in his own language, Mercer, of 
whom Thuanus ſpared not to write, Neminem #un- 
quam Chriſtianum felic:us Hebraiſaſſe, would not turn 
It, Memento Creatorum: but this he tells us there, that 
the Jews, de Deo paſsim ſolent loqui pluraliter, when 
they ſpeak of God, uſe to ſpeak in the plural num- 
ber, And Aben- Ezra goes further, as I finde him in 
MF Scldens Titles z Every tongue, (aith he, hath its 
property, As it is honourable in the languazes of Eu- 


rope for an inſeriour to ſpeak to a great map by the plu- 
ra 
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ral number : So likewiſe in the holy tongue it is honour- 
able, to ſpeak of a Potemtate plurally, as Adonim, Bua- 
lim] the Idiome of their language 1s not of God 
onely, but of any great Perſon, to ſpeak in the plu- 
ral number, 

Amama might have ſatisfied him in this matter : 
who cenſureth the Yulgar for Deos alzenos,in the firſt 
precept, and thinks with Druſius, and divers Papiſts, 
it ſhonld be, Dewm alinm: if therefore the Catechiſt 
intended to alter the Engliſh verſion, and ſhift the 
numbers, he ſhould have done it for the better, and 
not forthe worſe, 1 Sam, 28,13, I ſaw gods aſcend- 
ing, They may alledge good reaſon, als make it 
Divum a I ſaw a god aſcending, or rifing 
up out ot the earth, ( Same! was a Judge, and Jud- 
ges are gods) whom we have reaſon to hear for 
congruities ſake, who read that which follows thus; 
What form is HE of? in the fingular, When 
Zanchy had written De tribus Elohim, Grotius took 
exception at that Title; and Ludovicus Capellus de- 
fendeth it ſo, that withall he excuſeth it, as Cara- 
chreſtical, and an 2p:32xa* It is not good truſting 
children and common people,with ſuch expreſſions, 
as oftend ſome,and pur others,of the learnedeſt men 
that this preſent age hath ſeen,to explicate and mol- 
lite, Yet Tenter not the Controverſie, in which (0 
great parties are diſſenting, What ſoliditie or 
ſtrength of Argument , may be had from hence, 
tor the Article of the Sacred Trinity : I infiſt onely 
upon this; The Noveltie, & the Scandal,of rendring 
ſuch words plurally ia vulgar languages, Q, 25, 
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«© Q. 25. Why addeſt thou that word 
< {infull ? are there any luſts of the fleſh not 
* lonfull ? 
* A, Yes, ſuch defiresas be and pro- 
Deut. 12.15. © ceed from the weakneſs of nature, and 
Jun 47-3 ©rend to the due preſervation of man, as 
13% ©tg eat when one js hungry ; drink when 
« one is thirſty, &c, which being ordered 
« according to Gods word, are lawtull and 
«* not renounced by us, 


I think him much miſtaken in unfolding thoſe 
words of our Church-Catechiſme [ The ſenfull luſts 
of the fleſh], It had been a good work to have 1n- 
ſtructed his ſcholars, in the right meaning of the 
word fleſh, as itis taken in that place, The Fews, 
as Buxtorfius tells us in his Synagoga, when their chil- 
dren come to be paſt ſeven, are wont to learn them 
Nomenclations,and how to call and know by theright 
names, thoſe things that are of daily uſe 1n life and 
common converſe. Wichout preſumption to give 
direction, a great part may be allotted in the firſt in- 
ſticution, to the explication of Divinitie-terms, for 
want of which, wholeſome and ſound diſcourles are 
often either quite loſt, or ſerve to breed in men,miſ- 
takes and errours, 

Our three enemies, to be fought avainſt, and re- 
nounced, are the World, the Fleſh, and the Devil, 
Nowin this Anſwer M* Hors takes the word Fleſh, 


for the work of God, or created nature, even ſuch as 
was 
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was in our bleſſed Saviour, as by his text of Fob, 4, 
appears, But it is not the ſinf»/l luſts of the Fleſh 
itis the Fleſh, which jn Scripture ordinarily, withour 
any manner of Addition, is ſpoken of , as our Spiri- 
cual enemy, andit ſignifies, not the Body, nor yer 
ſenſeand appetite, inferiour to reaſon; bur it {igni- 
fies the corruption of our nature , repugnant to the 
Law of God, defiling Body and Soul, and the high- 
eſt faculties of the minde, And thus the beſt of Po- 
piſh expoſitours interpret the word z howſoever 0- 
thers of them ſo give the meaning , that many of 
their common followers, think that tocrucifie the 
fleſh, is to ſtarve themſelves, as they think that to 
renounce the world, js to go into a Monaſtery,where 
they enjoythe plenty of the world, without the trou- 
ble that belongs toir, A man would think, faith Saine 
Anznſtine, De Civ, Dei, lib,14, cap,2, that the Epi- 
Cureans lived according to the fleſh, becauſe they 
followed bodily pleaſures : and the Stoicks accord- 
ing to the Spirit, becauſe they placed happineſs in 
the minde z Sed ſicut loquitnr Scriptura divina,ſecun- 
dum carnem vivere utrique monſtrantur : but accord- 
ing as the holy Scripture ſpeaketh,borh of them live 
according to the fleſh, That which deceived him, 
was, as I ſuppoſe, the Epithet of ſiwfull: as if there- 
fore ſome luſts of the fleſh were not ſinfull, Where- 
as Epithets are nor always put for diſtin&ion,bur 0'- 
ten for Amplification and Efhcacy, So may we reaJ 
Vaſtum equor, gelidum Boream , tor Emphalis, and 
not Difference : and in Hebr, 12+ 23, Spiritus juſt o-

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rum perfeftorum: out of which one of the Pontifici- 


an writers would prove Purgatory: This ſheweth, ' 


faith he , that there are ſpirits of juſt men, not yet 
made perte&, A weak argument : asit was a wicked 
one of another, that ſaid rhe Apoſtle Peter did inft- 
nuate ſome ſervice of Idols to be lawtull, becauſe he 
ſaid, 1 Epift, 4. 3. according to their vulgar , zllicztis 
idolorum cultibus, unlawtull ſervices of Idols, 

The World, Fleſh, and Devil, which we have re- 
nounced, are enumerated by the Apoſtle, Epheſ. 2, 
v. 2, and 3, This world, {aid he there: our Church 
added an Epither, This wicked world, The luſts of 
our Fl:ſh, (aid the Apoſtle: our Church added an E- 
pither, ſinfullluſts ; but neither of them for diffe- 
rence, but for Emphaſis and Aggravation,

« Tt was called the Tree of knowledge 
&« of Good and Evil, becaufe God therewn 
<< would try, whether man would do good or 
« evil; and Adam had therein diſtindtt- 


« oz of g00d and evil, 


Good and Evil here, do not fſignifie, Duty, and 
Sin; or, Obedience, and Diſobedience ; but Happi- 
ze(s, and Miſery: happineſs to be enjoyed; and miſe- 
ry tobe undergone, 

And Knowledge here, ſignifieth Experience , or as 
we commonly call it, Wofull Experience, when wy 
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ſhould know Good by the loſle of ir, and Evil by 


the ſenſe of it, Howſoever Satan took occaſion from 
the name, to abuſe rhe womans credulity, and curio- 
ſity, as if ſhe ſhould, have attained fome raie know- 
= wy that would have made her bleſled, and even 
God-like, 

As therefore the one of the two, was called the 
Tree of Life, ſo:might the other becal.ed, for ſo ic 
was, the Tree of Death, and plainly they were told, 
that whenſoever they Ci1 eat of it, they ſhould Gie 
the death, This being the reaſon of the name, as 
it 1s ina manner agreed upon by all, I marvell why 
our Authour ſhould balk it, and give us two other 
reaſons why it is called the tree of Knowledge z 
whereof, the one js obſcure; and the other unſound, 
referring it to Gods knowledge, as if God did there- 
by come to know what man would do. 

Yer ſhould I not have noted this,or made any ſtay 
at it, but that I know how far the Socin'ans have 
gone in denial of Divine Preſczence, and what haſte 
{ome of the Remonſtrants make in following after 
them, and what Doctrine one of the prime Univer- 
faliſts delivered long ago, namely, Fr, Puccius in his 
Citholick Aflertion of the Efficacie of Chriſts 
Death in all m-n, as they are men, confuted both 
by Papiſt and Proteſtant above threeſcore years now 
paſt, The ways of Men and Ange ls, (aith he, beforc 
the fall, and after the fall, which they might have gone 
in, and did not, as w:ll as thoſe they did go in, were both 
alike foreſeen of God; not theſe, more then thoſe z, ad:0

I grant that in holy Scripture, God is ſaid to 
Tempt or tric, and no more then that is ſaid here; and 
that in Geneſ,22, 12, Now I know thou feareſt God,is 
juſt as much as 1s (aid, v.1, God did tempt Abrahans. 
But who knoweth not, that this, and many the like 
are ſpoken hwmanitis , in a manner of ſpeech bor- 
rowed from men; as when he doeth, as a man being 
angry uſeth to do ; then is he ſaid to be angry: and 
when he doeth, asa man that repenteth him of any 
thing, uſeth to do, then is he ſaid to repent : Socom- 
manding Abraham to offer his ſon, yet not intending 
that he ſhould offer him, he is ſaid to tempt , or tric 
him; becauſe he did ad ſimil:tudinem tentantis, after 
the manner of men, who will uſually do or ſay this, 
or that, onely to learn or know, the purpoſe or 
diſpoſition of another, as yet unknown, And in 
like ſort it may be ſaid, that God did tempt or trie 
Adam, in the Precept- tonching the tree of know- 
ledge : But then, firſt, let us not make more figu- 
rative 0 tropical locutions than need, or than there 
are, And ſecondly, whatſoever improper ſpeeches 
there are found in Gods word; that ſhould be pro- 
per, and plain, and eafte, that is intended for the ca- 
pacity and inſtruftion of children, They ſhould be 
told, and the common people alſo, whar irreligious 
principles, thoſe who plead ſo hard, for Their liber- 
tie of mans will, after all their tragical declamatiors, 
are forced to maintain, that fo they may tremble to 
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ſer foot in ſuch ways, as neceſlarily, and naturally 
end, among other things , in denying Gods fore- 
knowledge of humane actions, For what good 
Chriſtian is there that will not ſoon take check ar 
this, though bur meanly ſeaſoned with Religion?

In the Queſtion and Anſwer 83, he ſheweth how 
Chriſt did exerciſe the office, of a Prophet , of a 
King, and of a Prieſt; of the laſt, in theſe words,

The preparatives, that were, to Chriſts death , 
or Sacrifice of himſelf, we may call thoſe jnfirmities, 
which together with our nature, he took upon him: 
meaning not perſonal infirmities, as Cifeaſes, or 
diſtempers, of this or that ſort , bur ſuch as accom- 
pany m:nkinde in general, hunger, thirſt, wearineſs, 
tear, pain, erief, and mortalitie: we may reckon alſo 
his devout obedience, his humilitie, & voluntary hu- 
m'liation , or empoverithing of himſelf, his vehe- 
m nt ſupplications, with ſtrong crying and tears, As 
Theſe, did forego his Sacrifice, {o did they prepare 
fo- it : but that his death ſhould bea preparation to 
his Sacrifice, and that his Sacrifice ſhould onely be 
Prepared on earth, and offered in Heaven; isa new 
put of learning , and ſoundeth ſomewhat ſtrange, 
out of what ſhop ſoever it came and to what pur- 

pole ſoever it was firſt forged, 

Our Church hath taught us, that Chriſt ſuffer- 
1ng upon the croſs, dil make Ta zxt, a full, per- 
fect 8& ſufficient Sacrifice , oblation and ſatisfaRion, 
and our Saviour ſaid upon the Croſs, 1t is fniſted 
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And when the Apoſtle to the Coloſſians, c.2.v.14., 
faith that the handwriting was blotted out, and ta- 
ken out of the way, or, out of ſight, and (to make 
it paſt all fear of ever being produced againſt us) that 
it was nailed to his croſs, that is, cancelled, and torn 
in pieces; there needeth nothing note to be ſaid, 
to let us know that there needeth nothing more to 
be done, for perfecting the Sacrifice and expiation, 
For whether he ſpeaketh in reference to the Cere- 
monial, or the moral law or both , it was a full and 
complete Sacrifice to the purpoſe intended. And 
holy Scripture plainly ſpeaketh of his death, and Sa- 
crifice , as presiſely the ſame : the altar being the 
croſs, and no other propitiatory Sacrifice, but his 
body crucified and dead, Hebr, 9, 26, 28, Chiiſt 
muſt not offer often , becauſe he muſt not ſuffer of- 
ten, and he muſt not ſuffer often , becauſe it is ap- 
pointed for men oxce, and but once to die : To offer, 
and to ſuffer, and to je ; are in this caſe, made the 
very ſame thing. And even in common ſpeech, and ' 
in common ſenſe, the ſacrifice of any thing confiſt- 
eth in the killing of it: and if jt be of a thing ina- 
nimate, then it conſiſteth in the conſuming of it: 
but neither killing nor conſuming, is the preparing 
of the Srifice, Where was Chriſt ſlain 2- was it 
not upon the earth 2 yes: and ſhall he be ſacrificed 
in heaven? or where was ever the killing the ſacrt- 
fice, called the preparing of it ? 

There was among the Jews, the Preparation 
of the Paſs-over ; and the killing of the Paſs: 
B 4 overs 
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over, and theeating of the Paſs-over, theſe three; 
It js true that the killing of it, did prepare for 
the eating of it, But the eating of it, was the 
Sacrament of it, not the Sacrifice of it, The pla- 
ces or texts of Scripture , ſuch as carry any colour, 
may be conſidered, Hebr, 8, 4. For if he were on 
earth, he ſhould not be a Prieſt , ſeeing that there are 
Prieſts that offer gifts according to the law. ] From 
which words, he may as well gather, that Jeſus 
Chriſt was not a Prieſt at all, upon earth, as that he 
did not complete his ſacrifice upon earth: but it was 
granted he was a Prieſt in preparing the Sacrifice, 
Anſw, to Qu, 83, By ſhewing the meaning of that 
place, his miſtake will appear, The Apoſtle prefer- 
reth Jeſus Chriſt before the Levitical High Prieſt, 
among many other reſpects , in this for one, The 
place , where now he is, Our High Prieſt is in hea- 
ven, made higher then the heayens, c, 7. v, 26, 
C. 8, v, 1, A miniſter of the Sanctuary, verſ, 2, that 
1s, The Holy of Holies, the Oracle , or moſt ſacred 
_ wherein, under the law, the High Prieſt one- 
ly did officiate : which place, as formerly , it did ty- 
pifte , ſo here it doth ſignifie heaven it ſelf, On 
This, dependeth the fourth verſe: wherein he pro- 
veth that ita Chriſt be a Prieſt , as that was ta- 
ken for granted ; he muſt be a Prieſt in heaven, for 
it he were on earth , he ſhould not be ſo much as a 
Prieſt, much leſs a High Prieſt, For Prieſts on earch 
offer gifts preſcribed by the Levitical law : ſuch 
gitts Chriſt did not offer: ſuch a Prieſt io” 
rl 
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Chriſt was nor, he was not of the tribe of Levi: no 
Levitical Prieſt , therefore he offered no Levitical 
gifts: other earthly Prieſts there are to do tha, 
Therefore muſt he be a Prieſt offering in heaven, 
or no Prieſt at all, Now our Catechiſt ſhould have 
:onfidered, how theſe words, in verſe 4. are broughr 
in, and to what they belong, the Apoſtle ſpeaketh 
not now of ſacrifices, {lain and offered in the Tem- 
ple , by the Prieſts; but of ſuch oblations as were 
made by the High Prieſt in the moſt holy place, in- 
to which he entred once a year , and thereby did ſha- 
dow out our High Prieſt, who entred into heaven, 
and offered there ſuch ſervices as we needed, at- 
ter = he had finiſhed the Sacrifice of himſelf on 
earth, 

In this Epiſtle are often mentioned , and diſtin- 
ouiſhed , gifts , and ſacrifices : in this fourth verſe, 
onely, gifts are named, all ſacrificesare gifts, bur all 
gifts are not ſacrifices, Our High Prieſt being aſcend- 
ed into heaven, offereth, as a Gift, not as a Sacrifice, 
himſelf, and the merit of his paſſion , as the High 
Prieſt carryed the bloud into the Oracle: And as 
Aaron did bear the names of the twelve tribes upon 
his breaſt, ſo doth our High Prieſt, the names ot all 
bis faithfull people: he offereth prayers for them, 
and incenſe with their prayers, that they may be 
accepted, 

But eſpecially he would abuſe his Reader here 
upon the Homonymie or ambiguitie of the word, 
offer : which though by frequent uſe it bein _ 
1orT 
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ſort appropriate to ſacrifices , yet 1s it ſometimes 
otherwiſe uſed, as, To him that ſmiteth thee on 
the one cheek , offer alſo the other; and, if he ſhall 
ask an egg, will he offer him a ſcorpion? it may mean 
no more than to tender, exhibit, ſhew: no more than 
to proffer, produce, or bring torth: as much as to pre- 
ſent , or repreſent, it we take this word, after the 
Latine uſe, which 1s, to bring forth any thing and 
make it preſent, Snetonizes of the Emperour Claud;- 
us: penas parricidarum repreſentabat , he would ſee 
them ſuffer before his face , or in his preſence, Such 
is the uſe of it in Cyprzan, and often in Tertullian, 
And jn this ſenſe did our High Prieſt offer himſelf 
at the throne of Majeſty; on the croſf he offered his 
Sacrifice ;, but in heaven, he preſenteth his Gift , his 
body, his mer:ts, his prayers, his incenſe, our names 
alſo, or perſons, in ſome ſort; gifts or ſervices, all of 
them, but Sacrifice none of them, 

Theſe two words [offer and preſent] are coupled 
rogcther in the Aniwer thus, He in his Aſcenſion 
offered, and preſented himſelf as the prepared Sa- 
crifice to hisFather ] To offer a prepared Sacrifice, 
is one thing; which Chriſt then did not; it is another 
to preſent himſelf , who was before offered in Sacri- 
fice; and thus did our Prieſt and Advocate, and In- 
terceſſour , appear in the preſence of God for us, 
Hebr, 9. 24. 

So this is the abuſe, to make us beleeve, that be- 
cauſe whatſoever is preſented may be ſaid to be of- 


fered, therefore it muſt be offered as a Sacrifice, 
Anothet 
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Another Text is, Pſal, 110, Thou art a Prieſt for 
ever, The eternity of his Prieſthood can be no where 
but in heaven, Therefore, no where but in heaven 
was his Sacrifice perfected, Thus he ſeemeth to ar- 
oue thence, Anſw, Prieſt, and Sacrifice, are relative, 
where one js, the other is alſo, A prieſt muſt offer 
ſacrifice; bur it is not requiſite that he ſhould do it 
always in attu exercito, it is enough that it be done 
ia attu ſiznato; that is, that he will oftcr, or hath of- 
fered, or can, according to Law and Rite, offer ſacrj- 
fice, Jeſus Chriſt is a Prieſt for ever , but he doth 
not ever, or always ſacrifice, The Sacrifice was of- 
tered but once ( and how often doth the Apoſtlere- 
hearſe that word once ? ) by veitue of which, he 
was conſecrated a Prieſt for ever, One Text more 
Hebr, 9. 12, by his own blond he entred into the Holy 
place having obtained eternal redemption for us ] 
Anſw, But this bloud was ſhed upon the crols, as the 
bullock and the ram , were firſt {lain,and then their 
bloud was carryed into the moſt holy place, The Sa- 
crifice was without, the Application of it, was with- 
in the veil, 

Having obtained] that is, formerly by his paſſion, 
and this Redemprion thus obtained , before his A- 
ſcenſion, is called eternal, becauſe it did abide and 
continue; '{o that there was no need of any fe- _ 
cond , any other Redemption , to follow after» 
Alcenfion,

The Church is conſidered two ways, (1) Gene- 
rally, conſiſting of all thoſe who are joyned toge- 
ther in profeſſion of Chriſtianity and outward 
means of ſalyation, ( 2 ) more eſpecially, conſiſt- 
ing of rhoſe who are the beſt and principal , united 
to Godin faith and love, 

The former of theſe, is termed the Church vi- 
ſible, or, The many called: the other, is termed the 
Church inviſible , or, The few choſen, The viſible 
Church Catholick is the whole number of proteſ- 
ſing Chriſtians thorowout the world , All that in 
every place call upon the name of Jeſus Chriſt, 
This great body, or ſocietie Eccleſiaſtical, contain- 
eh, and comprehendeth under it, as parts of it, all 
the pariſh Churches , all Claſſical, Dioceſan, Pro- 
vincial, and Natjonal Churches, 


Qt the Catholick inviſible Church, Jeſus Chriſt 
is 
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is the onely Head and Lord: bur he hath not ſub- 
ſtituted any other in his ſtead, »:ſi vicarium ſpirituns 
ſantum,unle(s the Holy Ghoſt, He hath indeed ap- 
pointed officers in the Church viſible; which ofticas 

ve hitherto uſually been divided into two ſorts: 
firſt, Temporary & extraordinary; and ſecondly,Per- 
petual, and ordinary : which diviſion, I think, it had 
been better to retain, than to give us a new one, 
which will not hold, For certainly the Apoſtles and 
Evangeliſts, did govern outwardly;and as certain it is, 
that the Biſhops or Elders did teach, and feed the 
flock of God, for inward growth and helptulneſs, 
Adts 20, 28, and 1 Pet, 5. 2, 

It ſhould ſeem that he means here, The Catho- 
lick Church viſible; for ſuch was the Church he de- 
ſcribed in Anſw, to Qu, 158, © A company of men 
*© called out of the world, and gathered into the wor- 
« ſhip of God, ] In this Church indeed our Saviour 
hath ſer officers, 1 Cor, 12,28, in which whole cha- 
pter, the Apoſtle treaterh of this kinde of Church: 
and it is true alſo that Jeſus Chriſt may be ſaid ro be 
Head of this Church, in regard of the Graces of E- 
dification, derived from him, tor the Offices, Mini- 
ſtery, and Government of his Church, and in regard 
of the common benefits, and common gifts of a ſpi- 
ritual kinde: and thus is ſaid v, 12, Soalſo is Chriſt: 
where he meaneth, by Chriſt, this Body of the Ca- 
tholick Church viſible, of which he is in ſome ſorr 
the Head; and which is, in ſome fort his Body , and 
therefore called Chit, Though jnoſt properly he 

is 
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is, as moſt commonly he is ſaid to be, Head onely 
of that Body, whereot hes alſo the Saviour, Eph, 
5.23. which as his Spouſe, or wife”, ſhall live and 
reign with him tor ever in heaven, And | have ſome 
reaſon to think, that our Catechiſt did not intend, in 
this place, ſo much to exclude the Biſhdp of Rome 
from being the ſpiritual head of the Chriſtian world; 
as he did intend to exclude the Chriſtian Magiſtrate, 
from ruling in a National, or any other particular 
Church, 

Many years now paſt, that the King of England 
ſhould be called Headof the Chuich , offended the 
parties of each extremitie : As thoſe of our own 
were ſorely troubled ar it; ſo was it the point or ſting 
of the charge againſt the B:ſhop of Rocheſter: when 
Hadr. Junius was blaſted trom Rome, for thatin the 
Dedication of his Greek Lexicos to Edward the VI. 
he called him Supreme Hcad of the Church of En- 
gland; he pleaded for himſelt by letters, to the 
Court of Cardinals, that here with us, to clip the 
Kings Title, was almoſt as Capital , as to clip his 
Coin, 

Howbeit, it was thought fit, in the beginning of 
the Queens Reign, whether to alter it, or explain it, 
by putring Governorr in ſtead of Head, More , as I 
{uppoſe, out of charitable condeſcenſion, then any 
necefſity, or harm in the word ; inasmuch as the 
word doth not note any internal efficacy or influ- 
ence, bur onely outward regiment ; the title or term 


of [LORD] being as liable to exception, both the 
one 
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oneand the other ſignifying no more then Superio- 


rity or pre-eminence : and a King or Queen regnant, 
might as well be called Head of theſe National 
Churches, as Saul was called by Sammel, Head of the 
tribes of Iſrael, 1 Sam.15, 17, And that argument 


| had with it more fallacy, then civility, which ſome 


formerly have uſed : Omnes filti participes , &c. All 
that are (ons, are partakers of chaſtiſement or Dt- 
ſcipline : No true, or right-bred ſon that is extra 
Diſciplinam : Therefore the Supreme Magiſtrate 
being a Chriſtian, muſt be cenſurable as others are, 
becauſe he is a {on of the Church, But of what 
Churchis hea {on of the Church Catholick he js: 
bur of a particular or local Church, of this or that 
denominat:on, he is the Father, not a ſon : nor any 
member is he, but the Head, Burt I return, and at- 
tend upon our Catechiſt, with my ſuſpicion to his

Nothing js here of the power of the Magiſtrate 
1N-matters of Religion ; That, is left out of his Com- 
miſhon 
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miſſion in this place, This being {o great a Contro- 
verſie ar this preſent z and this ſo proper a place to 
have ſpoken toit, I think my negative argument 
will hold good; He ſers down nothing of 1t here 
therefore he beleeves it not; therefore he would 
not have it taught, One of his Texts in the margin, 
if he had marked it, ſpeaks of Godlineſs, as well as 
Peace, 1 Tim, 2, 2, and ſince he hath thought good 
to alledge ſome texts ont of the Old Teſtament,the 
proper place indeed where to inquire, what authon- 
tie Eccleſiaſtical, Kings and Supreme Powers , have 
by Gods allowance; he might there have found evi- 
dence enough for that claim, But there hath ſcarce 
been knownany man, that hath a teeming head, or 
g0es big with new fanſies, and chooſeth to leave the 
common-road, rather than walk by vote, that ever ca- 
red much for the Magiſtrates intermeddling in the 
Church, or matters of Faith, but is ready tocry out 
of Sacriledge, and encroachment upon Chriſts royal 
office; and ſcornfully to ask , it God be not able 
enough to defend his truth, but muſt be beholden to 
men. Ir is one of the many points wherein the old 
and new Donatiſts do meet, Optatus lib, 3, Dona- 
tus ſolito furore ſuccenſus, in hec verba prorupit, Quid 
eſt Imperatori cum Eccleſia Let worldly Potentates 
look to the peace and welfare of their Realms , and 
let the people alone with their Religion, 

Bur that I benot thought ſomewhat too quick, 
in gathering his denial of the Magiſtrates office circa 


ſacra, from his omiſſion of it in this Anfyyer , or out

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of the doubt raiſed out of his Anſwer toQu, 160, 
I pray give me leave to call ro minde the complaint 
that he makes to his Reader of the opex Door: For 
ſpeaking of his own opinion, thats, the Univerſa- 
liſts Doctrine; and of the Doctrine of the ſeeming 
Orthodox, and comparing them together,and liken- 
ing them to Tamars Twins ; he faith, © That his 
« own Doctrine is indeed the elder, and came forth 
< firſt, howſoever the world, like the midwife then, 
« \yillneeds have the other Doctrine the Eldeſt, and 
« would have a ſcarlet threed upon ir, eſtabliſhic by 
« 2 bloudy Civil Sanction,” So may we know,what

Quakers: giving inſtance in fix particulars ; the laſt 
whereof is, Therr vein of Allegorizing, It he be 


' pleaſed to {weep his own houſe firſt, and begin to 


them in his example, it is ſomewhat probable, that 
they will do what they think fit to be done in that 


marrcer, 


In the mean time, and untill they reform their 
vein of Allegorizing, I would, with all due reſpect, 
beſeech him, to forbear his vein of ſcoffting ; the 
which of the two, doth bring the greater prejudice 
to Religion, and doth more expoſe it to contempt 
ot ſtrangers: as when he calleth his brechren thar 
dillent from him, Miniſhers of the Goſpel, and Ortho-

Philiſtints, For as they who pleaſe themſelves in 
this humour, do more revive the memory of Mar- 
tin Marprelate, with his ſcurrilities ; fo it they fur- 
ther add any invectives whatſoever 1n a critical {ea- 
ſon, againſt either Academy , or Clergy; they too 
much reſemble in face and teature , that baſtard 
brood, which yet now muſt be left at ſome others 
door ,, the lamentable and beſotted perſons a- 
bove-named, They who ſet on foot new opinions, 
ſhould do it modeſtly,if not timoroufly; or elſe with 
evident, and invincible proof, or demonſtration, If 
his differing do&trines be indeed true, yet are they 
but new, yet are they torein, and, as I may ſay , in- 
truders, to the conſtitution of our Church, and 1 
hope he doth not think his adverſaries to be ſo ve- 
ry weak, as to be flouted out of their poſleſſion, 
And the ſame man it is (to give another inſtance 
that the ſame man is not always of the ſame minde) | 
who in the Dedicatory betore his Caveat , com- 
mendeth the Magiſtrates, or the Parliament, as ha- 
ving done worthily in the Act they made to pre- 
vent and punith blaiphemy againſt God; and would 
have them ſtop the ſpreading of blaſphemy againſt

The brief Inſtru&tion to be gathered out of theſe 
Queſtions and Anſwers, is this: that the Law (that 
is, the Decalogue or ten Commandments ) is of 
good uſe to bring us ro Chuiſt : but after that we be

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brought to him ; then his Grace and Spirit be ſuffi- 
cient to dire&t us, ſo that we ſhall not much need 
the Lay to bea Rule to us, at leaſtwiſe not regard ir 
more than any other piece of Scripture, 

To this I anſwer: We have hitherto in our 
Church been taught, and have learned, that the 
Decalogue is a Rule direfting, and, a Law binding, 
even juſtified and regenerate Chriſtians , though 0- 
therwiſe than it bindeth perſons unregenerate. 

Artic, 7® of the 39. Though the Law given by 
Moſes, as touching Ceremonies do not binde Chri- 
ſtian men , nor the civil precepts be of neceſſity to 


| bereceived, yet no Chriſtian man whatſoever is free 


from the obedience of the Commandments which 
are called Moral, No man , be he never ſo perfe& 
a Chriſtian, So the Articles of K, Ed, 6, 

Aſſemblies larger Catechiſme, The Moral Lay is 
a Declaration of the will ot God to mankinde , di- 
refting and binding every one, as well perſons rege- 
nerate as othets, to perfect and perpetual conformi- 
ty and obedience thereunto, 

The Congregational Churches in the Declaration 
of their Faith chap, 19, <$ 5, 6, The moral Law 
doth tor ever binde all, as well juſtified perſons as 
others to the obedience thereof, and is a Rule of lite 
to true beleevers, as well as to others, 

Thus have theſe taught, agreeably to the Cate- 
chiſmes and Chriſtian Inſtitutions of other reform- 
ed Churches, and writers, For whether they have 
made the ends and uſes of the Moral Law , fewer 
CG 2 or 
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or more; this hath ſtill been one ; to be Norma wvi- 
wvendi,a Direction to order our life by, We thought, 
we had attained hitherto,to walk by the ſame Rule, 
and to be of one minde jn this matter , whatſoever 
our other differences be ; And why this Authour 
ſhould by teaching otherwiſe draw away diſciples af- 
ter him, ler him ſee to it, 

*© Open door , Preface, & It's injurious, | Many 
<« preachers in ſtead of Goſpel-preaching , become 
« teachers of the Law, and jumble Law and Goſpel 
« together: ſo that they neither preach Law nor 
« Goſpel, but a mingle mangle of both , nor 
« knowing what they ſay, nor whereof they affirm, 
«talking of Duties to them, who want Principles 
< to pertorm them rightly ] by theſe words of his, 
it ſhould ſeem, that Kthe Law, muſt not be a Rule 
of Duties, to perſons unconverted; ſo it muſt be no 
Rule at all, to any perſon whatſoever, 

But I prove, that the ten Commandments, even 
As given by Moſes , do oblige juſtified perſons, to 
the Duties therein enjoyned, Firſt , by Scripture, 
When Jeſus Chriſt came , he confirmed the Law 
Moral, Matth, 5. 17, Think not that I came to deſtroy 
the Law, I came to fulfill i, Now that he meant 
the Law Moral , and that As given by Moſes, ap- 
pears by the tollowing explication of the ſeveral 
Commandments,verſ,21, and 27,2nd 33,Matth.22. 
v. 38, 39. He gavethe ſum of the firſt and ſecond 
Table, calling them the firſt and ſecond, the two 


great Commandments, Moles gave the Law , in 
ten 
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ten Precepts, and two Tables,and as fo given,Chriſt 


confirmed it, 


The Apoſtles alſoin their Epiſtles, exhorr Chri- 
ſtians to the Duties of the Law, As given by Moſes; 
as well for manner, as matter, Fam, 2, He that ſaid, 
Do not commit adultery, ſaid alſo, Do not kill, And the 
Apoſtle Pax, Epheſ.6, calleth the fifth command- 
ment, The firſt commandment with promiſe; the firſt, 
to wit, of the ſecond Table, Moſes oave the Lawin 
ten precepts, and two Tables , and as ſo 2even, the 
Apoſtles do mention it, and urge the Durtes of 1t, 

Secondly, I prove by his own words , the Law to 
be a Rule to them that are in Chriſt, Quand Anhwv. 
197, he ſaith, The firſt lawfull uſe of the Law, is, to 
ſhew us what is fin,and roconvince us that we do f1nz 
that is, that the regenerate do fin, as appears by his 
Text,1 Foh,1.8, Tf weſay we have no ſin,c5c, How can 
the Law ſhew us chat we do ſin, but by being a rule 
againſt which we fin, Then next he alloweth tbe 
Moral Law, to be profitable with all other Scri- 
ptures, to inſtruct ,exhort, rebuke, &c.indeed he doth 
not ſay, to direct, rule, binde, unleſs theſe be con- 
tained in his, &c, But if all other Scripture be a rule 
or Canon to us, in belief and life, why may nor the 
Decalogue be ſoalſo? or what reaſon can be given, 
why the Decalogue written in the 20 Chapter of 
Exodus, ſhould be of uſe above other Scripture ro 
diſcover fin, and convince men, Before Juſtification; 
and yet after Juſtification, ſhould be of no more uſe, 
then other Scriptures are, torule and direct us in our 

C 4 obe- 
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obedience 2 for plainly he teacheth in his Anſw, to 
Qu, 197, ( What is the lawtull uſe of the Law * ) 
That for juſtified perſons to uſe the Lawas a Rule 
of obedience, More then other parts or places of 
Scripture, is to uſe it unlawfully, 

* Qu. 197, he ſaith, The Law ſheweth what 
& we may expect to be effected in us, by the Grace 
* of Chriſt: and to that Qu, Oughreſt thou not to 
«walk in the obſervation of the ren Command- 
«© ments? the Anſwer is, In acting forth faith and 
« love we keep the Commandments , becauſe jn 
« walking after the Spirit, the righteouſneſs of the 
<« Law is tulfilled in us, Rows, 8, 4. 

I anſwer, Firſt, that place now named, I beleeve, 
he miſunderſtandeth : for he taketh it to be meant 
of Sanification, whereas,moſt probably it is meant 
of the righteouſneſs of Juſtification, as is evident 
by conferring the fourth verſe with the firſt, being 
both of the ſame import, 

Secondly , Whatloever the teacher intends to 
ſow, the cholar may likely pick up here, a ſeed of 
Enthuſtaſme : for, it walking in the Spirit,and grace 
of Chriſt, and Acting forth taith and love, do bring 
a Swperſedeas to the ten Commandments; then why 
not to all the Scripture as well? -why may not the

Thirdly , whereas he produceth that text in the 
margin, Rows. 13, Love # the fulfilling of the Law, 
to prove that it we at forth love, we ſhall not much 
need rowalk in the obſervation of the Decalogue, 
I ſhall now endeavour to ſhew his miſtake,

tit; ſothat now it isnot to be regarded any other- 
wie than the propheſies and ſhadows which have

And yer if he doth take the word, fulfill, in the

affected, this is the own and proper work of it : but: 


over and aboye, it layes a command upon us to be 
ſerviceable in ſeveral Duties. Love is not the fulfil- 
ling of the Law by elicit ations ( for fear and truſt, 
are required moreover in the firſt Table; upright 
dealing and mercifulneſs in the ſecond ) if it were,it 
ſhould jndeed bring ſome diſcharge to the Law; be- 
cauſe it ſhould contain int ſelf,all the ſeveral parcels 
of the Law: But becauſe it doth fulfill the Law 
onely, by exciting us, or ſetting us on work , to do 
the ſeveral duties enjoyned, therefore it is needfull, 
nevertheleſs, that the Laiw ſhould (till abide in place 
and force, that we may know what the particulars 


are that God requireth of us, and that we may do.

And ceitainly, Love is not more, a fulfilling of the

howſoever meant, the meaning was ever the ſame: 
and as much did charity pur an end to the Deca- 
logue, in the Old Teſtament, as it doth in the New, 
One chief place of Scripture,by occaſion of which, 
and by following the ſound of it more than leeking 
after the ſenſe ot jt, he is miſ-led, and mil-leader 
others, is that which he quoteth ro the Qu, 167, of 
the Law being a ſchoolmaſter to Chriſt: which text , as 


ſome others alſo do, he miſ-underſtands thorowour, 


For firſt by the Law, they mean the Moral, or ten 


: Commandments ; whereas indeed it meaneth the 


Law Ceremonial, ch:efly, if not onely , which hath as 
much of the Goſpel init, as of the Law ; the ſeve- 


+a rites and Ceremonies,being but appendices Evan- 
geltz, annexed to the Doctrine of the Goſpel, then, 
though ſomewhat darkly, revealed, That che Apo- 


ſtle means this, and not the Law Moral, conſidered, 
as a Covenant of works, holding nothing tor the 
preſent of a Saviour, appears by the ſcope of the 


Apoſtle to the Galatians ; which is againſt them, 


that would have circumciſion , and all the Ceremo- 


;nies of Moſes retained in the time of the Goſpel, as 


neceſlary to our Juſtification in Chriſt : the very 
lame opinion, that beginning at Antioch, the Apo- 


ſtles condemned at Feruſalem , As 15, The er- 
rour of the beleeving Phariſees was not, that it was 


,needfull to be circumciſed,and to keep the ten Com- 


mand. 
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mandments , but to be circumciſed, and keep the 
Lay of Moſes, namely, that Law of Moſes , which 
was of the ſame kinde with circumciſion , which 
properly is the Law of Moſes; the law Moral , being 
the Law of Nature, written in mans heart before, 
and by Moſes miniſtery written out fair, in Tables of 
ſtone, Yetis it true that the Apoſtle {peaketh in 
that Epiſtle againſt the Moral Law, fo far as it was 
ſuppoſed to juſtifie us : but this he doth'by way of 
argument againſt his adverſaries; and not as it he 
made the cauſe of the Moral Law, and Ceremonial, 
all alike, in reſpect of retaining , or not retaining 
them; his way of arguing being , 4 genere ad ſpeciem 
negative, We are not juſtified by the Law, any 
Law whatſoever ; therefore not by the Lavy Cere- 
monal, 

And as our Authour miſtakes the term [ Law } 
here; ſo doth he alſo in the fourth lawtull uſe of the 
Law, which is to witneſs to Chriſt, quoting Roxy, 3, 
21, where it is ſaid,that the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt 
35 witneſled by the Law and the Prophets, Where 
the Law, ſignifies:the Books of the Law , not the 
ten Commandments, In the promiſe made to 4- 


dam, Gen 3, to Abraham, Gen, 12, 1s teſtimony 


given to Chriſt and his grace, and in all thoſe places 
where Moſes wrote of him, The Law and the Pro- 
phets, being the ſame jn that place, that Moſes and 
the Prophets, As 26, 22. Moſcs in his five books 
wrote of Chriſt, ſo did the Prophets, 


So for the Law, The word Schoolmaſter miſtaken, 
helpeth 
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helpeth to deceive them further: for upon hearing 
of that, they preſently imagine great rigour, and 
hard uſage tobe intended : they think of nothing 
bur ſtripes and ſcourges, and ruling with a wooden 
ſceptre, asit he muſt needs be an Orbilins plagoſas, 
ſuch a one as Fr, Junius met withall, that he com- 
plains of ſo much in his life: Corpus ſunm exercitavit 
7n corpore meo: whereas the beſt authours that rreac 
of reaching young ſcholars, as Plutarch and Quintt-

lian, will not allow of ſtriking of them, Bur be ic 


8s it may, for that: P.edagogs, howſoever through 
penury of words we be forced to turn it, is, Formator 


mmorum: (uch a one as was allowed and appointed to 
wait on great mens {ons and heirs apparent , and to 
teach them how to behave themielves; and to 
frame their pliable and waxen age, to love of good- 
nels, and practiſe of vertue, and deteſtation ot vice, 


to faſhion them berimes, ſo far as might be, tor what 


they were to be another day, *Pu3w{er rezrvc, {0 
calls it Conſtantine Manaſſes , {peaking of him thar 
was Pedagogue to the Emperour Auguſtuc:he did ſer 
him in right tune for his carriage , and made his be- 
haviour congruous to himſelf, ſo great a Perſonage. 
/Thus Cyrus had one who taught him before-hand, 
not toreſpect perſons in matters of Juſtice, by re- 
proving him for that he would have adjudged a coat, 
that was in queſtion, not to the true owner, bur to 
another whom it bett fitted. And 7uliaz in his Mi- 
ſopogon, checks the ſoft and effeminate people of 
Antioch by his own education, which was no way 
ſuit- 
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ſuitable to them: My Pedagogue, faith he, taught 
me,when I went into the Theatre,to look upon the 
ground; he would have him caſt his eyes downward; 
not look up, upon the wanton and laſcivious ob- 
jects there preſented to {pectatours, 

His office ikewiſe was, to accompany his young 
maſter, when he went abroad, or from home: Thus 
the famous Cato, the latter of the two, and the laſt 
of the Romanes, aged fourteen, when upon a viſit 
he went to Sylla, being then at the height of his 
tyrannies ; and {aw the heads of the proſcribed lye 


by heaps at the gate of his Palace; had a Pedagogue, ? 


attending on him : and well it was he had fo, tor he 
talked ſo deſperately upon their return, that (as my 
Authour ſaith, ſemper poſta adduxit excuſtum) when 
ever after they were to go thither , care was taken 
that he might be ſearched leſt the fierce yourh 
ſhould bear any thing about him, that might carry 
danger with it, 

Yea, more than all this, the Pedagogue , did 


wait upon this his charge, when he went to ſchool, 


to learn letters and literature: Barthins Adverſ, 21, 
I, Pedagogt ſequebantur pueros heriles liters operam 
daturos : and Chryſoſtom ſaith that the Pedagogue, 
1s not contrary to the Maſter (7 9/zazaap) but joyns 
with him in the work, and prepares the {cholar to 
take the leſſons that are to be taught him : Mani- 
teſtly diſtinguiſhing him from a Schoolmaſter , ra- 
ken in the common and vulgar notion, So our Au- 
thour, with many others, miſtakes the ſecond term,

tully manifeſted, So that the Apoſtle maketh op- 
polition, betwixrt theſe two, Children, and Sons, by 
ſons underſtanding adu/ti , men of age. The diffe- 
rence of which words in the Apoſtles text chap. 3.
